It originated 
about 3 o'clock, at the polls fti the Fifth Ward, 
between a party calling themselves Americans, 
f Anti-Bcnton men,) and a number of Irish, 
who had gathered around the Engine House. 
The fight wai a general one, followed by ikir- 
uuuihim,' until late in the evening. The Irish 
tied when first attacked, but receiving additions 
to their numbers, made several stands, but were 
routed every time. The uiob pursued them,at- 
tacking every coffee-house or other tenement 
supposed to contain foreigners, breaking tbo 
tho windows and smashing tho furniture badly. 
In the meantime, the military and police were 
called out, aud did much to restore order. 


The office of tho Anzeiger De* tt'estcns, the 


Gorman Benton paper, waa attacked in the 
evening, but the military dispersed the rioters 
before they did much damage. As many as 
one hundred pistol shots were fired by the 
Irish, and the other party returned tbe assault 
with thousands of stones. 
At least twenty men 


were seen Ij ing bleeding and wounded so that 
they were insensible. Three men were cer- 
tainly killed, and five or six more are thought 
to be dead by this time, from wound* received. 
A steamboat hand was killed instantly, and an- 
other, named Frank Freeman, was shot through 
;he heart, and fell dead without uttering a word.
